Fob ſays of himſelf, of whom God gave 
this teſtimony, There was none like bim in © 
all the earth, a perfeft man, that is, a 
fanQifed man, 1 Fob 1. Tf Tfhould ſay T 
were perfe?, that would prove me perverſe; 
ſay it! no he deteſts it in the next words, 
T perfe (tor thoſe words are only found in 
the Original) T would not know my own ſowl, 
9 Job 20, 21. Who can ſay bis beart is clean? 
lays Solomon; Yes, A Phariſee, a Papiſt, 
and a 2raker. 

The DoGtrine of Perfection, or a Sinleſs 
State, began among the Phariſees, who 
thought mental fins nothing; therefore 
Chritt reproves them, convinceth them, 
that a Wrathful thought is Murther, an 
Unchaſt thought Adultery, a Covetous 
thought Theft ; for theſe are contrary to 
the Divine Law, and ſtain the Heart of- 
Man, The greateſt wickedneſs that ever 
was ated by the moſt Profligate man in 
the world, was at firſt but a Thought, 
and his greateſt {in virtually therein. The 
' greateſt Oak was once no bigger than an 
| Acotn ; 
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Acorn ; the Fire that Burnt London but a 
Spark. 

I trouble not the Reader with the uſual. 
diſtinQiohs artong the Learned, of a Per- 
fetion of Parts, and a Perfetion of De- 
grees. Not that IT think them unuſeful, 
but not ſo intelligible to all Capacities. 

He finneth in his higheſt as of Love to 
God, that cannot ſay, Ilove God fo well 
it fs not my duty to love him more; net- 
ther have I reaſon to bewail the want of 
it. . So I might enlarge about Time, 
Prayer, &c. 

Now as this Dorine began among the 
Hypocritical Hereticks in the Church of 
the Fews, ſo it was taken up by fuch in.

Whether George Biſhop, of the City of 
Briſtol (a Scholar ) writing a Book call'd, 
A Looking-Glaſs for the Times, was not a 
moſt deceitful Writer, though then their 
grand Champion ? 


He faith in the Title page, That the 
Quakers were moſt like to the ancient 
Chriſtians, as was proved,in the Book,out 
of Euſebius, Socrates Scholaſticus, Evagrins, 
and Doragheus.
